This idea is favored, it is claimed, by 
some ot the leading financiers of ihe 
country. Petitions in favor of the 
repeal of the State bank tax have 
been received in great numbers from 
hankers aud other financiers all over 
the South and West and from many 
portions of the East, and the senti- 
ment in many instances is emphatically 
expressed in favor of a change of the 
present system that will permit a re- 
organization of the National banks as 
State institutions. 

It is suggested, of course, that the 
government sustain supervision and 
control of them so far as the system of 
examination and holding them to ac- 
count is concerned. It is stated to- 
night that the President now favors 
the change and the plan proposed will 
be embodied in a bill to be draw n 
under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, with Mr. C leveland's 
approval and indorsement. The mea- 
sure will come from the committee in 
line time, and the influence of the ad- 
ministration will 1m? used to press it 
through Congress nud secure its en- 
actment.

The Origin of Cholera. 

India i< undoubtedly the home of 
c.'iolera. So far ns history goes it also 
appears that cholera was originated in 
that country by the melas, or pilgrim- 
ages, which used to be made nmiually 
to the shrines of certain gods in wuat 
is now known as the Province of 
Orissn, in the Bengal Presidency. 
Hundreds of thousands of pilgrims 
used to Hock to the temple of Jugger- 
naut from all parts of Hindustan, says 
the St. Louis Republic. Within a 
stone's throw of the temple there WSS 
an enormous tank or talao, which cov- 
ered two acres of ground and win 
reached by deep flights of steps culled 
"ghauts." Thescsteps were surround- 
ed by temples sulisidinry to those of 
the man-griuging Juggernaut, and 
thither the votaries of Issksluni, the 
goddess of wealth, or of Uuuputtie, 
the elephant-headed god, or Siva, the 
graml destroyer, wended their way. 
They bathed in the tank, draok its 
water ( which was normally covered 
by a thick green scum of vegetation), 
and lived on its edges, with result* 
that can lie imagined. Then a ucw 
disease appeared, which speedily chur- 
ned beneath the wheels of Jugger- 
naut's car. Whither, by the aid of 
the India, then over Europe by way 
of the Persian Gulf and the Volga, 
and lastly into America, at each stride 
tainting bundled- of t'aousauds of 
victims. That tank in Orissa has 

beendcaaed out by the otilcers of the 

Go VonMBt of India, and pilgrims are 
absolutely enjoined from assembling 
near it.

1 
am well SOquaintcd with the two 
young men who are running a poultry 
and dairy farm conjointly. The oue 
is an invalid, keeps 1000 hens, the 
care of which occupies about oue hull 
ot his time. The othei keeps thirty 
cows from which lie mukes butter of 
so good a quality that it really com- 
mands eight or ten cents alxive the 
standard price. This man raises the 
usual farm crops, reads the papers 
carefully, knows soiue/J ing of labor 
uud its application, and runs his gang 
of four or five men with an eye to bus- 
iness, yet the invalid brothers clears 
double the money from his 1000 hens 
that his brother docs from the whole 
farm. 

Oue instance more: E. Damon, of 
South HaaaoBi Muss., told me uot 
long since that he hud 750 pullets in 
his yard, 000 of which had boon con. 
fined in one building all winter with 
out stepping out of doors. These 
fowlr had furnished him with thirty 
live dozen eggs p. i day during the 
wiuU r. Tbese egg.- were taken at the 
door nt fifty two cents per dozen. This 
gave him Ull clear profit per day, 
with only a few hour's care.

Cattle Trade, I'rcsciit and Future. 

For some weeks the cattle trade of 

this country, as well as that of the 
west. Las not been excessive. To a 
large extent this i- due toOthe state of 

atlairs in Europo. Especially in 

France and England the summer's 
drought, which terminated only a 
short time ago, has scorched the pas- 
ture lauds, and ruined the hay crop 
until there i, nothing left to feed the 
animal.

We hear of cattle in France being 
sold at OUe-foUrth the price that is 
usually paid. Some farmers are cur- 
ing their grain crops for fodder to Sup- 
ply the present emergency, knowing 
that a reliction must take phtOQ before 
many months. Some ol'the neighbor- 
ing countries that have not sutlered 
from the drought are purchasing and 
shipping to their farms great numbers 

which will lie returned fat with a hand 
-ome profit whon the demand revives. 

Knowing these facts we need not 
he alarmed about our present low- 
price.-. Although our exported cat- 
tle have been much better than the 
native stock that has been rushed on

IN WAR WITH MEXICO. 

Upon the passage of the act admit- 
ting Texas into the sisterhood of states, 
Mexico immediately broke off all dip- 
lomatic intercourse with the American 
government, called home her minis- 
ter aud l>egan preparations for war. 
War soon followed. Gen Taylor was 
sent with a small force to hold the 
lisputed territory. Some skirmishing 
ensue. 1. A call for vntinteers soot 
followed, the news of tho battle of 
Palo Alto, the first regular battle of 
the war, Kentucky's quota under the 
first requisition for troops was 24(H) 
men, of this number Crittenden coun 
ty furnished one whole company which 
was commanded by Cnpt. Cook, of 
Princeton, Ky. William Polk, who 
lives at Anora, is the only survivor of 
this company. Crittenden and Liv 
inston counties jointly furnished an- 
other company, but it was mustered in 
to the service as Mississippi troops. 
This company started at the first im- 
pulse ot the war and took au active 
part in the battle of Itesaca de la Pal- 
ma- Bucua Yista and Corro Gordo. 
James Jones, of Dycusburg, is the on- 
ly known survivor of this company. 
He is totally blind the result of a gun 
burst on the field of Buena Vista. 

THE CIVIL WAR. 

"The cause," which led to the great 
civil war has been so elaborately dis- 
cussed by its friends and opponents as 
to embalm it in the minds of the 
whole people." 

Although Kentucky used the roost 
Ktrenous effoits to remain neutral, dur- 
ing the first year of the war, her soil 
was invaded by recruiting officers from 
both armies until the neutrality was 
broken aud her citizens precipitated 
into the conflict. Crittenden county 
was strongly Union, and when the 
Federal drum rolled out the sad tid- 
ings of the disastrious defeat of Bull 
Run, and called for volunteers for the 
preset vation of the Union, Crittenden 
came gallantly forward offering her 
most cherished sons. As nearly as 
can be ascertained from the adjutant 
general's report, Crittenden furnished 
about 600 men to the Union army, 
enlisted with companies in adjoining 
counties so that the exact mini Iter can 
not lie obtained.

It showed two main 
centers of activity, and the area of 
the solar surface covered by it was 

not less than 8,000,000,000 aquarc 

miles. The western nucleus of the 
group presented a vast circular pool, 
the center of which was as black as 
ink. 

Thc diameter of the black center 
was not less thau 14,000 miles, but its 
outtines were broken by fiery bridges 
projecting into and across, it. One of 
these, whose length could not have | 
beeu less than 10,000 miles, was seem- 
ingly split in two from end to end, 
while another vast curving line of 
llamc ran in and across the pit to join 
it. The eastern nucleus was still 
larger, aud showoil a marvelous mass 
of black chasms crossed and divided in 
every direction by blazing congues 
and bridges. 

" Around the edge of the great 
group eruptions of metalic vapor were 
evidently taking place, liftiug masses 
of blazing matter to the height of 
many thousand miles. Changes in 
the details of sonic of the spots indica- 
ted that the most tremendous force? 
were at work. A group of spots nt 
once so large and so complex as this 
very seldom has been wen upon the 
sun. It is not improbable that it is 
situated at or near the same point on 
the suu where the huge spot of Feb- 
ruary, 1802, appeared, which was ac- 
companied bp a widespread magnetic 
stouu aud a gorgeous red aurora. 

" According to our theory of the 
relation of sun-spots to terrestrial mag- 
netism, this group should have produ- 
ced its greatest efleet upon the earth 
several days ago, when it was just com- 
ing around the eastern edge of the 
disk ; but, according to another theory 
its maximum eil'ect is due now, when 
it is near the solar meridian.

For some weeks he 'had been 
unable to leave his bed, aud the ap- 
proach of death was not unexpected. 
The end was quiet, ami thu going out 
of the life WM like the setting of a 
summers sun ; it had coursed its way 
from the eastern horizon, risen to the 
zenith, gently moved down the west- 
ard slopes, and at last, having shed its 
light and life giving influence upon 
the world, it sank unruffled from 
sight. 

The remains were placed to rest iu 
the Salem cemetery Sunday. 

Some weeks ago the Pkkss publish 
ed a sketch of his life from the pen of 
one who has long and intimately 
known him, and we reprint these 
linen: 

"The most remarknble man living 
in Livingston couuty is James Prin 
gle. He WM bom in Henry county 
Ky.,July 16th, 1 71*7. . He came to 
Livingston county in 181!) aud here 
tm the HUB day of July 1820, he mar- 
ried Miss Agnes Wilson, daughter ol 
•lames Wilson, who played his part in 
the history of our country, for he 

fought iu the Revolutionary war and 

was one of the signers of the DechtSl 
cion of Independence. 

Mr Pringie and his good wife lived 
i peaceful and happv life together un- 
til Sept 10, 1879, when she departed. 
ITiey had no children. Mr. Pringie 
had three listen and five brothers, nil 
if whom are dead. 

His father was a Scotch man and hi> 
nothar was Irish. In his youth he 

earned the hatters trade, and he was 
i journeyman hatter when he found 
Ida way to this county. By itntiruse 
•nergy and hardest kind of work, hi 
ivgau to grow rich, and to day he is 
■ouuted one of the richest men in this 
•ounty, his property consisting of 
landf, town property, geverument 
tends, note, and cash in bank. 

Mr. Pringie la out of the few nun 

in this life who has always n roved his 
vord to be as good as his bond, 

Many years ago Mr. Pringie bought 
lis tombstone and wrote his motto and 
ds epitaph, which is us follows) 

MOTTO: Honor, Virtue, Justic. 
Utd Truth. 

What consolation in these words? 

What consolation it afford* ? 
If we follow them in our lives. 

They are a warning to the wises', 
), that He who rules iu Heaven above, 
Where all is pleasure, peace and love, 
Would incline nur hearts to tee 
The way that leads to felicity. 
There we could shout, then as we 
could sing 
'O Monster, Death, where is thy 
sting,' 

Why should 1 fear the raging sea, 

When Jesus died for me? 
(), what a blessing it would be, 

If all our follies wo could see, 
To guide us to to the realms of love, 

Where all is pleasure peace and 
love."
